PDRY  Official  Rejects  Conference

[Text]  Pyongyang,  30  Sep  (KCNA) — The  Democratic  Yemeni  paper  ARBATTASHARA 
OUKTOOBUR  25  September  carried  the  gist  of  a  statement  made  public  by 
Ali  Ahmad  al-Salami,  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Relations  Commission  of  the 
Presidium  of  the  People's  Supreme  Council  and  chairman  of  the  parliamentarian 
group  of  Democratic  Yemen,  vmder  the  headline  "Democratic  Yemen  Opposes 
and  Rejects  the  70th  Conference  of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Union  Slated 
in  Seoul." 

In  the  statement  he  said  the  conference  is  contradictory  to  the  mission 
and  purpose  of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Union  fighting  for  the  interests  of 
the  world  people  desirous  of  peace,  security  and  freedom  and  runs  diametri¬ 
cally  counter  to  the  desire  and  wishes  of  the  world  people. 

Democratic  Yemen,  he  stressed,  considers  Seoul  to  be  unfit  for  the  convoca¬ 
tion  of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Conference. 

His  statement  was  widely  reported  by  newspapers,  news  agency  and  radio  of 
Democratic  Yemen. 


Guyanese,  Peruvian  Groups

The  statement  said:  South  Korea  is  a  complete  colony  of  the  U.S.  imperialists 
and  the  military  base  for  aggression.  The  aim  pursued  by  the  U.S. 
imperialists  and  the  Chon  Tu— hwan  puppet  clique  in  holding  the  70th  IPU 
conference  in  Seoul  is  to  create  "two  Koreas"  and  cover  up  the  colonial  rule 
of  the  U.S.  imperialists. 
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In  its  statement  the  Peru-Korea  Institute  of  Culture  and  Friendship  pointed 
out  that  the  designation  of  Seoul  as  the  venue  of  the  IPU  conference  in 
disregard  of  the  long  traditions  and  usage  of  the  IPU  is  a  result  of  the 
scheme  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique. 

Noting  that  to  attend  the  forthcoming  conference  is  to  recognize  the  "two 
Koreas"  plot  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique, 
it  appealed  to  all  countries  not  to  send  their  delegations  to  the  conference. 

Conference  Termed  'Crippled'

the  70th  conference  of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Union  in  Seoul  is  gaining 
momentum  in  many  countries. 

When  voices  denouncing  the  intrigues  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the 
South  Korean  puppet  clique  to  hold  the  conference  in  Seoul  were  growing 
ever  louder,  such  socialist  countries  as  Bulgaria,  Cuba,  the  German  Democratic 
Republic,  Vietnam,  Yugoslavia,  Poland,  the  Soviet  Union,  Czechoslovakia, 
Mongolia,  Albania,  Romania  and  Hungary  and  many  nonaligned  and  Third  World 
countries  including  Madagascar,  Zimbabwe,  Benin,  Mozambique,  Guinea,  Mali, 
Rwanda,  Uganda,  Zambia,  Algeria,  the  Congo,  Sierra  Leone,  Togo,  Democratic 
Yemen,  Guyana,  Nicaragua  and  Syria  have  already  decided  not  to  attend  the 
Seoul  conference. 

The  South  West  Africa  People's  Organization  and  the  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization  which  had  regularly  attended  conferences  of  the  Inter-Parlia¬ 
mentary  Union  as  observers  expressed  their  stand  not  to  attend  the  Seoul 
conference. 

The  Japan  Socialist  Party,  the  Japan  Communist  Party,  the  French  Communist 
Party,  the  Communist  Party  of  Venezuela,  the  Commimist  Party  of  India,  the 
Communist  Party  of  India  (Marxist),  the  Communist  Party  of  Portugal,  the 
Left  Party- Communists  of  Sweden,  the  Party  of  Green  of  the  Federal  Republic 
of  Germany,  the  Swiss  progressive  organizations,  the  Swiss  Autonomous 
Socialist  Party,  the  Irish  Workers'  Party  and  other  progressive  political 
parties  of  many  countries  decided  not  to  dispatch  their  delegates  to  the 
Seoxal  conference.  This  will  make  the  delegations  of  the  countries  which 
are  to  participate  in  the  conference  "crippled  delegations"  and  "abnormally 
formed  delegations"  in  many  cases  as  noted  by  foreign  media,  not  full- 
fledged  delegations  comprising  parliamentarians  of  all  political  parties. 

Although  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  resorted 
to  despicable  maneuvers  to  draw  non-member  nations  of  the  union  into  South 
Korea  with  the  approach;  of  the  Seoul  conference,  tens  of  these  countries 
including  Tanzania,  Guinea-Bissau  and  Central  Africa  rejected  their  moves 
and  declared  that  they  would  not  send  any  delegation  to  the  conference. 
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More  than  280  measures  against  the  convocation  of  the  70th  Inter-Parliamentary 
Conference  in  Seoul  were  taken  at  over  10  international  organizations  and 
in  70  odd  countries. 

With  many  countries  and  political  parties  deciding  not  to  participate  in 
the  Seoul  conference,  opposing  the  intrigues  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and 
the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  to  use  a  sacred  international  conference  for 
the  insidious  political  purpose  of  creating  "two  Koreas,"  the  70th  conference 
of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Iftiion  is  fated  to  be  an  "incomplete  conference" 
and  "crippled  conference"  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  not  a  complete 
one,  note  foreign  media. 

Magazine  Flays  ’Scheme'

Workers  Union,  the  16th  regular  meeting  of  the  Okinawa  Teachers  Union,  the 
Osaka  Liaison  Council  for  Solidarity  with  Korean  Women  and  other  political 
parties,  organisations  and  meetings. 

The  Hyogo  Prefectural  Teachers  Union  and  the  Korean  Affairs  Institute  of 
Matsuto  City,  Chiba  Prefecture,  issued  statements. 

The  Santama  Youth  Liaison  Council  for  Japan-Korea  Solidarity  published  an 
appeal. 

The  statements,  resolutions  and  appeal  said  that  the  aim  pursued  by  the 
U.S.  imperialists  and  the  Chon  Tu-hv?an  puppet  clique  in  trying  to  hold  the 
70th  IPU  conference  in  Seoul  is  to  use  it  for  the  "two  Koreas"  plot,  have 
the  South  Korean  "regime"  legalized  internationally  and  save  it  from  inter¬ 
national  isolation. 

They  said  that  Seoul  can  never  be  the  venue  of  the  IPU  conference  and  the 
venue  should  be  changed  to  aflbther  place. 

They  held  that  the  Japanese  Diet  must  not  send  its  delegation  to  the  forth¬ 
coming  conference  and  the  Japanese  Government  must  stop  at  once  the  maneuvers 
barring  the  independent  and  peaceful  reunification  of  Korea. 

They  expressed  support  to  the  Korean  people's  struggle  for  the  independent 
and  peaceful  reunification  of  the  country  and  called  upon  all  countries  not 
to  send  their  delegations  to  the  IPU  conference  slated  in  Seoul. 

Scholars  in  the  western  area  of  Japan  in  their  written  request  sent  recently 
to  the  general  secretary  of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Union  said  that  to  hold 
the  conference  in  Seoul  is  to  freeze  the  division  of  Korea  and  asked  him  to 
reexamine  the  convocation  of  the  Seoul  conference. 

Japan’s  Hanmintong  Calls  for  Boycott

[Text]  Tokyo,  29  Sep  (KNS-KCNA)--The  Japan  headquarters  of  the  "National 
Congress  for  the  Restoration  of  Democracy  in  South  Korea  and  the  Promotion 
of  Unification"  ("Hanmintong"),  an  organisation  of  compatriots  under  the 
influence  of  the  "ROK  Residents  Association  in  Japan"  ("Mindan"),  Issued  a 
statement  on  28  September  in  support  of  the  statement  made  public  by  Kim 
Yong-sam,  president  of  the  defunct  New  Democratic  Party,  and  other  former 
politicians  of  South  Korea  denotnacing  the  fascist  suppressive  rule  of  the 
Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  and  demanding  the  realisation  of  democracy  in 
society. 
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It  pointed  out  that  the  statement  Issued  jointly  by  Kim  Yong-sam  and  other 
former  politicians  opposed  the  dictatorship  of  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  "regime" 
and  called  for  independence,  democracy  and  unification. 

Recalling  that  with  the  approach  of  the  Seoul  conference  of  the  Inter¬ 
parliamentary  Union  and  Reagan's  tour  of  South  Korea  the  struggle  against 
outside  forces  and  the  dictatorship  is  going  on  in  South  Korea,  it  said: 

If  the  Seoul  conference  of  the  IPU  is  convened  as  scheduled,  it  will  be 
used  for  a  foul  political  purpose  of  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  military  dictatorial 
"regime."  We  call  once  again  upon  the  member  nations  of  the  IPU  not  to 
attend  the  Seoul  conference. 

The  biggest  external  obstacle  to  the  democratisation  of  South  Korean  society 
and  the  reunification  of  Korea  is  the  wrong  Korean  policy  of  the  United 
States,  it  noted,  and  said: 

The  United  States  must  end  its  rule  and  interference  in  South  Korea  and 
respect  the  national  sovereignty  of  the  people  in  the  South.  The  Chon 
Tu-hwan  "regime"  is  an  illegal  "regime"  usurped  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 
The  Chon  Tu-hwan  "regime"  must  resign  at  once,  as  demanded  by  the  people. 

Peru  Senator  Says  No  Delegation

SOUTH  CONTINUES  TO  PUNISH  STUDENTS  FOR  DEMONSTRATIONS 

Punishment  of  Students

[Text]  Pyongyang,  30  Sep  (KCNA) —The  South  Korean  military  fascist  clique 
on  28  September  passed  prison  terms  ranging  from  1  year  and  6  months  to 
3  years  upon  nine  students  of  Songgyungwan  University,  according  to  a  report. 

These  students  held  a  demonstration  together  with  fellow  students  against 
the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  on  25  May,  scattering  more  than  1,800  anti- 
" government"  leaflets  before  the  front  gate  of  the  university. 

With  the  Seoul  conference  of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Union  just  at  hand, 
the  Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  is  scheming  to  prevent  the  anti-U.S., 
anti- "government"  action  of  students  and  people  by  penalizing  patriotic 
students  through  fascist  trials  and  creating  a  terror-ridden  atmosphere. 

Students  Stage  Demonstrations

[Text]  Pyongyang,  30  Sep  (KCNA)— —Amid  the  mounting  anti-U.S.,  anti-puppet 
sentiments  of  the  South  Korean  people  with  the  convocation  of  the  Inter¬ 
parliamentary  Conference  in  Seoul  just  at  hand,  more  than  1,000  students 
of  Yonse  University  in  Seoul  held  a  massive  anti-"government"  demonstration 
on  29  September,  according  to  a  foreign  press  report. 

At  noon  that  day  when  one  student  of  the  university  scattered  anti-"govern- 
ment"  leaflets  from  a  five-story  building,  hundreds  of  students  started  a 
campus  demonstration.  Their  number  swiftly  swelled  to  over  1,000  and  the 
demonstration  spread  to  several  points. 

The  demonstrating  students  called  for  an  end  to  police  brutality  on  campus 
and  shouted  in  high  spirits  "oust  the  'government'  of  violence  and  soldiers." 

A  group  of  about  500  students  with  two  students  carrying  knives  in  the  van 
fiercely  fought  the  police  to  break  through  police  lines  triggering  the  tear 
gas  attack. 
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Frightened  at  the  news  of  students'  struggle,  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  military 
fascist  clique  sent  hundreds  of  riot  police  to  the  university  to  help  campus 
police.  Desperately  trying  to  break  up  the  demonstration,  the  puppet 
clique  arrested  several  students. 

But  the  undaunted  students  persistently  fought  for  2  hours,  hurling  rocks 
at  the  police.  Thousands  of  students  watched  their  struggle,  warmly 
supporting  and  encouraging  them,  the  report  said. 

Earlier,  on  26  September,  an  anti-"government"  demonstration  was  staged  by 
more  than  300  students  at  Songgyungwan  University  of  Seoul  and  a  street 
demonstration  by  students  in  front  of  a  g3nnnasitmi  in  the  city. 

Seoul  Students  Demonstrate

Student  Sports  Events  Suspended

suspended  by  force  sports  contests  between  Yonse  and  Koryo  Universities 
in  Seoul  scheduled  from  23  September  to  the  end  of  the  month,  according  to 
a  foreign  press  report. 

From  1965  these  two  universities  have  annually  held  sports  contests  in  the 
namp  of  "Yongojon"  (Yonse-Koryo  battle)  in  five  events  including  baseball 
and  soccer.  This  time  the  fascist  clique  suspended  all  these  events,  said 
the  report. 

The  military  fascists  tried  to  conceal  the  real  intention  of  this  step, 
clamouring  about  "excessive  exhaustion  of  energy  and  some  other  problems 
affecting  education."  But  the  public  opinion  in  Seoul  says  that  this 
prohibition  of  sports  activities  of  students  is  aimed  at  suppressing  them. 
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This  is  well  proved  by  the  foreign  press  report  that  students  assert  the 
real  intention  of  this  step  is  to  eliminate  the  opportunity  of  anti-"govern- 
ment"  activity  of  students  on  the  threshold  of  the  Inter-Parliamentary 
Conference. 


’Suppressive'  Campaign  Denounced

Noting  that  lately  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  fascist  clique,  at  the  instigation  of 
the  U.S.  imperialists,  is  intensifying  the  "check-up"  and  arrest  in  various 
parts  of  South  Korea  under  the  pretext  of  "maintenance  of  order"  and 
"establishment  of  social  discipline"  with  the  approach  of  the  Seoul  conference 
of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Union  and  Reagan's  tour  of  South  Korea,  the 
information  says: 

In  particular,  much  upset  by  the  recent  explosion  at  the  "American  Cultural 
Center"  in  Taegu  by  South  Korean  patriotic  people,  the  puppet  clique  issued 
the  fascist  "emergency  alert  duty  order"  and  mobilized  all  the  puppet  army, 
police,  prosecution  and  special  agents  to  latmch  a  wholesale  roundup  campaign 
together  with  the  U.S.  imperialist  aggression  forces.

This  strength  is  more  than 
four  times  that  of  those  mobilized  in  the  first  "Team  Spirit"  war  exercises 
and  nearly  two  times  that  of  those  mobilized  in  "NATO"  joint  military 
exercises  involving  15  countries. 

In  May,  the  South  Korean  puppets,  instigated  by  the  U.S.  imperialists, 
staged  a  war  exercise  dubbed  "Myolgong-83"  in  the  area  around  Seoul. 

This  involved  puppet  army  and  police  and  men  of  the  "Homeland  Defence 
Reserve  Forces"  and  "Civilian  Defence  Corps"  3.5  million  strong  and  all 
the  inhabitants  in  the  area  where  the  exercise  took  place.  Another  large- 
scale  war  exercise  codenamed  "Ulchi-83"  was  staged  in  all  parts  of  South 
Korea  in  late  August.  '  .v'. 

The  war  exercises  in  South  Korea  assume  extremely  provocative  nature  because 
they  are  all  staged  in  a  simulated  attack  on  the  northern  half  of  Korea. 

The  danger  of  nuclear  war  against  our  people  is  increasing  in  South  Korea. 

The  U.S.  army  chief  of  staff  who  flew  into  South  Korea  on  the  threshold  of 
the  "Team  Spirit  83"  ranted  on  22  January  that  it  was  planned  to  use  tactical 
nuclear  weapons  even  if  a  conventional  war  breaks  out  on  the  Korean  Peninsula, 
and  the  "U.S.  defence  report"  issued  a  few  days  later  referred  to  "fore¬ 
stalling  use  of  nuclear  weapons." 

In  accordance  with  this  aggressive  aim  of  U.S.  imperialism,  the  nuclear- 
powered  aircraft  carrier  "Enterprise"  carrying  more  than  200  nuclear  weapons 
participated  in  the  "Team  Spirit  83." 

Concluding  the  15th  "Annual  Security  Conference"  with  South  Korean  puppets 
in  mid-April,  U.S.  Defence  Secretary  Weinberger  prattled  that  the  United 
States  would  supply  reinforced  modern  nuclear  umbrella  to  South  Korea.

The  U.S.  paper  WASHINGTON  POST  reported  that  the  United  States  is  producing 
neutron  bombs  for  8  inch  Howitzers  in  South  Korea  and  developing  neutron 
bombs  for  155  mm  Howitzers.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  3  Oct  (KCNA)“Bumper  crops  have  visited  Chaenyong  County, 
South  Hwanghae  Province,  located  on  the  west  coast  of  Korea,  this  year  again. 

On  the  cooperative  farms  in  the  county  seething  with  joy  at  bumper  crops, 
the  harvest  of  maize  has  already  been  finished  and  rice  harvest  is  now  going 
on  at  the  final  stage. 

On  all  farms  and  fields,  the  average  per  hectare  rice  yield  is  foreseen 
to  show  a  rise  of  hundreds  of  kilograms  above  the  peak  year. 

Maize  has  also  done  well.  It  is  expected  to  be  500  kilograms  more  than 
last  year  per  hectare  on  an  average. 

The  per  hectare  yield  of  rice  on  some  fields  of  many  cooperative  farms 
including  the  Samjigang,  Pukji  and  Kim  Che  Won  cooperative  farms  is  confi¬ 
dently  foreseen  to  go  beyond  the  mark  of  9  tons. 

This  year,  too,  the  abnormal  capricious  weather  continued,  which  was  very 
unfavorable  to  farming.  But  these  cooperative  farms  did  all  farming 
including  tending  of  rice  seedlings,  rice  transplanting,  weeding  and  water 
control  in  good  time  qualitatively  as  required  by  the  chuche-based  farming 
method,  with  the  result  that  each  plant  bore  good  fruits.

A  full  and 
universal  free  medical  assistance  system,  one  of  the  communistic  measures, 
is  in  force,  under  which  the  state  bears  all  expenses  from  the  diagnosis 
fees  to  the  medical  treatment  and  recuperation  at  sanatoria  and  even  the 
fares  both  ways  in  the  travel  there. 

Medical  facilities  are  found  everywhere  people  live  and  work  and  general 
and  specialised  hospitals  serve  the  population  in  all  places. 

The  number  of  the  health  organs  has  increased  nearly  50  times  as  against 
that  shortly  after  the  liberation  to  reach  more  than  9,200.  The  number  of 
the  hospital  beds  for  each  1,000  heads  of  the  population  jumped  from  0.1 
before  liberation  to  13  in  1982. 

With  the  promotion  of  detailed  specialisation  of  medical  services,  the  modern 
Pyongyang  maternity  hospital  has  been  built  and  a  great  many  specialised 
hospitals  such  as  pediatric,  maternity,  dental  preventive,  traditional 
medicine  and  first-aid  hospitals  have  made  their  appearance  in  major  cities.

Rural  health  services  have  made  remarkable  development.  No^doctor  subcounty 
disappeared  in  1950  and  no-doctor  ri  in  1960.  The  ri  clinics  were  turned 
into  hospitals  in  1974  and  now  the  county  people* s  hospitals  are  being 
turned  into  general  hospitals. 

Preventive  medical  services  are  a  work  of  the  whole  state  and  whole  society 
in  Korea  where  main  emphasis  is  put  on  preventive  medicine.  Thoroughgoing 
preventive  measures  are  taken  against  infectious  diseases,  whereby  immunity 
measures  and  medical  inspection  are  strengthened. 

Weighty  importance  is  attached  to  the  section-doctor  system,  an  advanced 
medical  service  system. 

Everyone  has  a  doctor  assigned  to  him  or  to  her  to  receive  systematic 
prophylactic  and  therapeutic  assistance,  such  as  regular  medical  check-up, 
health  consultation,  and  preventive  inoculation.  The  out-patient  assistance 
per  head  of  the  population  in  1982  numbered  18.5. 

Various  epidemics  including  distome  with  a  record  of  more  than  500  years 
were  eradicated  long  ago  in  Korea. 

The  state  pays  special  attention  to  the  protection  of  the  health  of  mothers 
and  children.  Special  medical  facilities  for  children  densely  distributed 
all  over  the  country,  the  children  are  under  a  systematic  medical  care  from 
their  fetal  life. 

Energetic  researches  are  under  way  for  placing  therapeutic  and  prophylactic 
services  on  a  more  modern  and  scientific  basis  by  developing  chuche-inspired 
medical  science  and  technology. 

Modern  medical  appliances  factories  have  been  built  in  large  number  and  the 
production  of  medical  appliances  is  conducted  through  a  massive  campaign. 

Diversified  pharmaceutical  Industry  has  been  built  to  meet  the  demand  for 
medicaments  with  home  products  in  the  main. 

The  mineral  water  abundant  in  the  country  is  effectively  used  for  recupera¬ 
tion.  More  than  120  sanatoria  are  distributed  across  the  country. 

With  the  steady  increase  of  the  health  workers,  the  number  of  the  doctors 
for  each  10,000  heads  of  the  population  rose  from  0.5  before  liberation  to 
24  in  1982.  Each  province  has  a  medical  university  and  there  are  countless 
other  medical  educational  institutions  all  over  the  country. 

The  appropriations  for  public  health  last  year  was  112  times  those  shortly 
after  liberation.  The  protection  of  health  of  the  working  people  is  legally 
guaranteed  by  the  Public  Health  Law  adopted  in  April  1980. 

The  mortality  rate  per  1,000  heads  of  population  in  1982  was  4.3,  one-fifth 
of  that  before  liberation,  and  the  life  expectancy  at  birth  has  been 
lenghtened  to  74  years.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  1  Oct  (KCNA)* — Peace  is  gravely  menaced  and  the  danger 
of  war  is  growing  daily  in  many  parts  of  the  world  owing  to  the  U.S. 
imperialists'  open  maneuvers  of  aggression  and  intervention,  declares 
NODONG  SINMUN  in  a  monthly  review  of  the  international  situation  today. 

Noting  that  the  aggravation  of  the  international  situation  during  the  last 
1  month  is  connected  with  the  moves  of  aggression  and  war  on  the  part  of 
the  imperialists,  the  U.S.  imperialists  in  particular,  the  paper  says: 

In  this  period,  the  U.S.  imperialists  desperately  clung  to  the  policy  of 
aggression,  the  "policy  of  strength,"  for  gratifying  their  desire  for  world 
supremacy. 

The  military  budget  scaled  at  $187,500  million  for  the  new  fiscal  year 
beginning  1  October  has  already  been  endorsed  at  both  houses  and  a  bill  on 
appropriating  $7,300  million  for  the  building,  expansion  and  maintenance  of 
U.S.  military  bases  scattered  all  over  the  world  has  been  carried  at  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

Meanwhile,  "all  the  launching  test  programs"  have  been  carried  out  to 
deploy  the  medium-range  nuclear  missile  "Pershing  II"  in  the  European 
region  from  December. 

The  U.S.  imperialists  staged  U . S . -Honduras  joint  military  exercise  in  the 
sea  off  the  northwestern  coast  of  Nicaragua  and  a  joint  military  exercise 
in  Hamburg  Province,  West  Germany,  with  the  participation  of  100,000  U.S. 
and  West  German  troops.  And  at  the  end  of  the  month  they  started  a  massive 
military  exercise  of  the  U.S.  forces  and  the  Japanese  "self-defence  forces" 
in  the  coastal  waters  of  Japan. 

The  U.S.  imperialists  additionally  hurled  a  large  force  of  U.S.  imperialist 
aggression  troops  into  Lebanon  under  the  pretext  of  "ensuring"  the  "safety" 
of  the  U.S.  Marines  which  had  entered  Beirut  and  massed  many  U.S.  warships 
in  the  sea  off  Beirut,  starting  their  military  intervention  in  Lebanon. 

By  mobilizing  their  warships,  warplanes  and  artillery  pieces  they  intensified 
attack  on  the  patriotic  forces  and  murdered  many  guiltless  people  in  cold 
blood.
